The Whitneys needed privacy from increasing traffic on

‘*The house has seenalotoflivingand we want to continue 
it that way,’’ said George Whitney, who has lived there 50 
years himself, 

The Whitneys plan a drinking fountain outside their pro- 
posed fence to supply thirsty hikers and bikers who use

Planning Consultant Simon Eisner said he couldn’t re- 
commend ‘in good conscience’’ bending of the rules for 
either family. He referred the decision to the City At- 
torney who passed it on to the Planning Commission as its 
responsibility,

Specifically, he named for elimination 
the harbor at Haiphong, the power system, 
the transportation system, every factory and 
every industrial installation, and if neces- 
sary, the irrigation system on which food 
porduction largely depends. 

“We can pin-point the targets we hit, 
and warn the civilians in advance to eva. 
cuate,’’ General LeMay declared, 

“We should warn the population, but 
we should destroy the capacity of that 
population to slaughter innocent people 
for political gain. In my opinion, the Com. 
munists would seek an end to the war 
long before their country was destroyed, 
I believe that the course I suggest will 
end the war quicker -- with less loss of 
life on both sides than our present poli. 
cy. I’m sure that it will cast fewer Ameri- 
can lives, and these are my primary con- 
cern,

sibilities, General LeMay pointed out.

Soviet Russia has indicated more than 
once that she does not want to project 
herself into a showdown with the United

“The current situation in Vietnam is 
not a civil war or local disturbance into 
which we have immorally thrust ourselves, 


but is a clearly identifiable and well- 
documented act of aggression on. the part 
of the Communists to impose their way 
of life on the free world by force.’’

“Our present stratigy--the policy of 
Flexible Response -- has not been success- 
ful; but on the contrary, has led the North 
Vietmamese to believe they can win, and 


has resulted in ever increasing casualties 
on doth sides,’’/ 


The only solution I see is to use our 
strength, our air and naval power, in the 
most humane manner possible to destroy 
North Vietnmam’s capability to wage war 
against the free people of South Vietnam, 

“Like it or not, we are the leaders of 
the free World, We are the world’s one 
hope to contain Communism until it des- 
troys itself. We must not fail.’’
